Mr, Chairman, Madam and Gentlemen, 


Ll present my Annual Report for the Year 1957, The main 
points are summarised as follows :- 


Population 
The trend of falling population continues. For the first time 


in 4 years, however, the number of Births exceeded the number of 
deaths, 


Births 
The general birth-rate showed a considerable rise over the 
preceding year, and compares favourably with the County and 
National Rates, 

There were no Stillbirths. The Illegitimate Birth-Rate 
is approximately the same as the rate for the County as a whole. 


Deaths 
The general Death-Rate was the same as for the preceding year. 
It is still much higher than the rate for the County and the 
National Rate. The high death rate is due to the large number 
of deaths from Heart and Circulatory Disease in the District - 
about 50% of total deaths. 

There were no Violent Deaths. The Cancer death-rate is 
lower than the National rate, and the Infant Mortality Rate 
compares favourably with the County and National Rates. 


Infectious Diseases 
There were relatively few Infectious Diseases notified during the 
year, and most of these consisted of Whooping Cough. 

No uncommon or unusual diseases were notified. 

There was only 1 fresh case of Pulmonary Tuberculosis notified, 
compared with 5 cases in 1956. For the third successive year there 
were no deaths attributed to Pulmonary Tuberculosis, 

For the fifth successive year there were no cases and no 
deaths from Non=Pulmonary Tuberculasis,. 


Environmental Hygiene 
Routine inspection and sampling showed a high standard of hygiene 


in Food, Milk and Water, 

Housing problems are less acute than formerly. There are, 
however, many families still living in sub-standard dwellings. 

The Council requires a small balanced Housing Programme to meet 
the needs of the District. 

The continued disposal of crude sewage on to the foreshore 
gives rise to anxiety. Until the position is rectified, the 
Council should warn bathers of the potential. danger, It is 
understood that the cost of providing a satisfactory sewage 
disposal scheme would be entirely beyond the means of the Council. 
The time is overdue for some financial assistance, from Government 
level, for small Urban communities. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the members of the Council, 
and the Officers, for their continued courtesy and co-operation 
during the year.

Sewerage Disposal

connected to the sewer system, 

There is no provision for the treatment of sewage, There are 
three sewer outfalls into the sea :- 


1. Goodwick Harbour. 
2. Ogof Martha, Fishguard, 
3. Lower Fishguard. 


This disposal of sewage is a potential danger which does not 
appear to receive the consideration called for, 


Rodent Control 


Disinfestation is carried out by a part-time Operator. 
During the year, two treatments of the sewers were carried oute 
The baits and poisons used were Bread Mash and Arsenic, and Zinc 
Phosphide and Sausage Rusk. 

Business premises and private dwellings were treated by the 
use of Warfarin.

Litter baskets are placed at frequent intervals throughout the 
area, The main streets are subject to frequent sweeping and 
cleansing. 


Public Houses and Licensed Premises 


There are 16 Licensed Premises in the area, and three registered 
Clubs. (Two were removed during the year). 

These premises are all fitted with proper sanitary conveniences, 
Hot and cold water is laid on and facilities for the washing up 
of drinking utensils are satisfactory.

There is one mortuary which serves Fishguard and Goodwick, 
Situated in the Goodwick Area, 

The building is limited in size, approximately 120.sq.ft. 

There is a cold water supply available. 

There is no sanitary accommodation, 


There are no heating arrangements. ; 
There is no provision for the carrying out of a Post Mortem 5 

examination, 
Disinfectants are provided as required. 
There is only room for the reception of one corpse. 


It will observed that the building is only used for the reception 
of a corpse in an emergency. | 
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
